Bond And Override 
Okayed Tuesday 


Santa Ana Unified School 
District voters gave victory to 
both the $33 million school 
bond and $1.53 tax override 
proposals Tuesday, May 25. 

According to election offic- 
ials the bonds were approved 
by more than the required two- 
thirds majority and the tax 
override vote exceeded the 
necessary simple majority. 

With all 25 precincts com- 
pleted, the final unofficial 
bond tally was 12,748 yes to 
6,142 no, giving the bonds a 
67.48 percent vote. 

A 51.22 percent turnout of 
the district’s 36,803 eligible 
voters were reported by the 
election officials, 

A vote tally showed that the 
tax override proposal was in 
the lead at all times. 

The bonds were behind un- 
il the last precinct tallied — 
Fremont School — put it in the 
iead. 

The tax override needed only 
a simple majority for passage 
while the bonds required two- 
thirds approval to be market- 
able under existing circum- 
stances. 


The two-thirds requirement 
had been abolished by the state 
Supreme Court, but is awaiting 
a ruling before the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. A simple major- 
ity could be enough to assure 
passage of the bonds if the 
U.S. high court throws out the 
old two-thirds requirement.

With the bond issue and the tax 
override passed, the schools of Santa 
Ana will finally be able to operate on 
a par with the rest of the schools in 
California, and retain the extra-curric- 
ular activities which have always been 
a part of the public schools. But it is in- 
teresting to ask why until now has 
every bond and override failed. The 
reason is because many people who 
voted down these issues don’t have any 
school children; they are the senior 
citizens of Santa Ana. 

Every election, they came out in 
heavy numbers to vote down these iss- 
ues; and there’s no real reason to con- 
If they were to vote yes 


throwing their money away; for since 
they are too old to have children in 
school any longer, they would be in- 
creasing their property taxes and get- 
ting nothing for it. And for those sen- 


they could ill-afford. 


Now you may say it’s wrong that a 
minority could do this to the public 
schools; but if they all vote then they’re 
not a minority, are they? If the same 
percentage of school parents went to 
the polls as senior citizens, there .pro- 
bably wouldn’t have been any problem 
in Santa Ana’s schools. A voting ma- 
jority swings a lot more weight than a 
non-voting majority as the April Elec- 
tions proved. 


But these people are no different 
from any other voters. When we go to 
the polls, don’t we vote for ourselves 
first and the community second. And 
why not? That’s what the vote is for. 
They want to protect what they have 
just as much as we do. 

In our youth, if we loose some- 
thing we can replace it. In our old age, 
this is not so easy to do. Therefore, we 


Education: 
Been Lost 


The battle of the schools has pro- 

duced a new and largely unnoticed cas- 
ualty. Somewhere in the fight over Fed- 
eral funds, kindergarten bake sales, 
PTA power struggles, and football 
games, education seems to have been 
mislaid. 
In a recent UPI article datelined 
San Francisco, the President of the 
Pacific Telephone Company said that 
four out of ten high school graduates 
that seek employment with his organi- 
zation do not meet the requirements in 
reading, writing, and arithemetic. 

Granted that these statistics do not 
represent a true cross-section of high 
school graduates, since most do not ap- 
ply to the telephone company. But the 
situation approaches that of a national 
disgrace when 120,000 persons out of 
300,000 applicants cannot meet even 
the telephone company’s modest re- 
quirements. 

And if a person lands a job it’s no 
indication that his reading skills are 
adequate. A national survey quoted in 
the article pointed out that one in three 
job holders have reading difficulties 
that prevent them from being promot- 
ed. 


Has The Value 
Or Misplaced? 


Orange County’s record is a little 
better than the national average but is 
hardly admirable. Some 12,500 people 
were interviewed by PT &T for work in 
the county in 1970 and of these three in 
ten did not qualify. 

Where does the blame for this be- 
long? Neither entirely with the school 
or with the student. It is a tired -but 
true phrase that you get out of school 
what you put into itz All of us are fa- 
miliar with people who are indifferent 
to school but who attend because of 
parental pressure. That this person’s 
education suffers comes as no surprise. 

And all of us have had the experi- 
ence of sitting through a class so boring 
that it is valueless to anyone except an 
insomniac. And then there are the 
schools that are so busy with innova- 
tive programs and extracurricular ac- 
tivities that learning is de-emphasized 
if not ignored. 

Whatever the cause and cure it is 
obvious that a nation whose style of 
government depends on mass educa- 
tion cannot tolerate a situation that 
produces functionally illiterate high 
school graduates in quantity.
